8 I conſidered the horns, and behold, there 
came up among them another lirtl- horn, before 
whom there wers three of the firſt horns pluckt 
up by the roots: and behold , in this horn were 
eyes like the eyes of a man, and a mouth ſpcaking 
great things.

3 And there abode three moneths * and when the 
Jews laidwait for him, as he was about to fail into 
Syria, he purpoled to return thorow Macedonia. 

4 And there accompanied him into Aſia, Sopater 
of Bcrea : and of the Theſſalonians , Ariſtarchus, 
and Secundus, and Gaius of b erbe, and Timotheus: 
and of Aſia, Tychicus, and Trophimus. 

5 Theſe going beſore, tarried for us at Troas * 

5 And we fail-d away from Philippi,after the 
dayes of anleavened bread,and came antothem to 
Troas in five daves, where we abode ſeven dayes. 

7 And upon the firſt day of the week,when the 
diſciples came together * to break bread , Paul 
preached unto them, ready to depart on the mor- 
rowand continued his ſpeech untill midnight. 

And there were many lights in the upper 
chamber, where they were gathered together. 

And there ſatin a window a certain young 
man, named Eutychus , being fallen into a deep 
ſleep , and 3s Paul was long preaching , he ſunk 
down with ſleep , and fell down trom the third 
loft,and was taken up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and fell on him, and 
embracing him, ſaid, Trouble not your ſel ves, tor 
his life is in him. 

11 When he therefore was come up again, and 
had broken bread , and eaten, and talked a long 
while,even till break of day, ſo he departed. 

12 And they brought the young man alive, and 
were not a little comtorte4. 

13 TAnd we went beſore to ſhip, and ſailed un- 
to Aſſos, there intending to take in Paul: for ſo had 
he appointed, minding himſelf to go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at Aſſos, we took 
him in,and came to Mitylene. 

15 And we (ailedthence,and came the next day 
over againſt Chios , and the next day we arrived 
at Samos,and tarried at Trogylliamiand the next 
day we came to Miletus. 

16 For paul had determined to ſail by Epheſus, 
becauſe he would not ſpend the time in Aſia © for 
he haſted, if it were poſsible for him, to be at Je- 
raſalem the day of Pentecoſt. 

17 J And from Miletus he ſent te Epheſus , and 
called the elders of the church. 

18 And when they were come to him, he ſaid 
unto them, Ye know from the firſt day that I came 
into Aſia, aſter what manner I have been with you 
at all ſeaſons, 

tg Serving the Lord with all humility of minde, 
and with many tears and temptations, which be- 
fell me by the lying in wait of the Jews: 

20 And how I kept back nothing that was pro- 
Stable unto you, but have thewed you , and have 
taught you publikely,and from houſe to houſe, 

21 Teſtifying both to the Jews, and alſo to the 
Greeks,repentance toward God, and faith toward 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

22 And now behold, I go bound in the ſpirit un- 
to Jeruſalem, not knowing the things that ſhal be- 
fall me there? f 

23 Save that the holy Ghoſt vvitneſſeth in every 
city, ſaying chat bonds and afflictions } abide me. 

24 But none of theſe things move me, neither 
count I my life dear unto my (elf, ſo that Lmight 
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finiſh my courſe with joy, and the miniſtery 
which I have received of the Lord Jeſus, to teftifie 
the goſpel of the grace of God. 

25 And now behold, I know that ye all, amo 
whom I have gone preaching the kingdom 4 
God,thall ſee my face no more.

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9 And the ſame man had four daughters, vire 
gias, which did Propheſie. 

10 And as we tarried there many dayes , there 
came down irom Judea a certain Prophet, named 

it And when he was come unto us, he took 
Pauls girdle,and bound his own hands and ſeet, & 
ſaid, Thus ſaith the holy Ghoſt,So thal the Jews at 
Jeruſalem binde the man that oweth this . 
ſhall deliver him into the hands of the OGentiles. 

12 And when we heard theſe things, both we 
and they of that place beſought him not to go up 
to Jernſalem. 

13 Then Faul anſwered,\Vhar mean ye to weep, 
and to break mine heart ? for I am ready, not to 
be bound onely, but alſo to di e at Jeraſalem for the 
Name of the Lord Jeſus. 

14 And when he would not be perſwaded, we 
ceaſed, ſay ing . The will of the Lord be done. 

15 And after thoſe dayes wes took up our car- 
tiages, and went up to Jeruſalem. : 

16 There went with us alſo certain of the 
diſciples of Ceſarea „ and brought with them one 
Mnaſon of Cyprus, an old diſciple, with whom we 
ſhould lodge. 

17 And when we were come to Jeruſalem , the 
brethren received us gladly. 

18 And the day following Paul went in with 
us unto James, and all the elders were preſent, 

19 And when he had ſaluted them, he declared 
particularly what things God had wrought among 
the Gentiles by his miniſterie. 

20 And when they heard it, they glorified the 
Lord, and ſaid unto him, Thou ſceſt, brother, how 
many thonſands of Jews there are which beleeve, 
and they are all zealoas of the Law. 

21And they are informed of thee, that thou teach- 
eſt all the Jews which are among the Gentiles , to 
ſorſake Moſes, ſaying , that they ought not to cit- 
cumciſe their children, neither to walk after che 
cuſtoms. 

22 What is ittherefore ? the multitude muſt 
needs come together: tor they will hear that thou 
art come. 

23 Do therefore this that we ſay to hee: we 
have four men which have « vow onthem ; 

24Them take, and puriſie thy (elf with them, and 
be at charges with them, that they may * ſhave 
their heads: and all may know that thoſe things, 
whereofthey were informed concerning thee, are 
nothing,bat that thou thy (elf alſo walkeſt order-

25 As touching the Gentiles which beleeve, de 
have writren and concluded, that they obſerve no 
ſuch thing, ſave only that — keep themſelves

26 Then Paal took the men, and the next day 
purifying himſelf with them, entered into the 
temple, * to fignifie the accompliſhment of the 
dayes of purification,untill that an offering ihould 
be offered for every one of them.
